Bureau of Animal Industry 
today slapped a partial quar- 
antine on the Chicago hog 
market in a further effort to 
stop the spread of a swift- 
moving hog disease called 
vesicular exanthema. 


An estimated 13,000 hogs had 


reached the Union Stock Yards 
when the quarantine went into ef 
feet. None of these may be shippec1 
out but must be slaughtered ini 
mediately at local packing plants. 


Market Hit 


By thus removing outside order 


buyers from the trading, the - hog 
market had difficulty in getting 
started. Orde.r buyers generally 
are a prominent factor in the early 
buying since they tend to take the 
higher quality animals. 


No sales or firm bids had been 


made by mid-session, but some 
small packers were talking in 
terms of prices 75 cents to $1 
lower than the values established 
in 
Monday's 
somewhat 
easier 


trade. When finally established the 
market on barrows and gilts was 
$1 lower and on sows 50 cents 
off. 


The quarantine applied to hogs 


then in the yards. An embargo 
against further receipts had not. 
been announced early, although the 
eastward movement of the embar- 
go pattern at public stockyards' in- 
dicated such might be necessary. 


Peorla Closed

The disease, which 
now has 


spread through 16 states after 
nearly 20 years of being confined 
almost entirely to California, was 
described by the American Veter- 
inary Medical Association as being 
primarily a disease of garbage- 
fed hogs, 


Fred Warnings 


The association advised farmers 


against feeding fresh pork trim- 
mings to hogs. It said the. virus 
causing the disease can live for an 
indefinite 
time 
in 
refrigerated 


meat and can be transmitted to 
swine by trimmings. 


The association added that swine 


in the incubative stage of the in- 
fection may look perfectly healthy, 
yet meat scraps, trimmings, or 
table scraps 
in garbage 
could 


carry the virus to a clean herd. 


A spokesman emphasized the dis- 


ease affects only swine but not 
other farm animals. Human bcinjrs 
also ar,e not affected, it was added.

ment building. Joseph Turner, 45. 
an attendant at a nearby filling 
station, said he saw three white 
men in a car parked behind the 
signboard about 20 minutes before 
the shots were fired. 


Kidnaplngs and threats were 


enough to drive other leaders from

dollar

On June 18, 1951, Roe shot and 


killed Leonard (Fat) Caifano, a 
West Side hoodlum. A murder 
charge against him was dropped 
when h« contended he shot in sel{ 
defense when Caifano and three 
companions tried to kidnap him. 


First to Go 


One of the first to be driven out 


was the biggest policy wheel king' 
of all—Edward Jones, former Pull-

naped and paid $$100,000 ransom 
in 1946. 


Other leaders "retired" after 


their homes were bombed or other 
attempts were made on their lives. 


Roe, Jones and Clifford Davis 


were acquitted last February of 
charges of conspiracy to violate 
the law by operating the games, a 
numbers racket in the form of a 
lottery. 


5 Million Profit

to India and Nehru

CHICAGO—Indro Montanelli, of the Evening Courier (Corriere 


Delia Sera) of Milan, Italy, attended a grand reception in New Delhi 
India for Eleanor the Great by the Pandit Nehru and wrote a sens! 
live account which I am able to present in part, thanks to a colleague 
living in Italy who writes in a covering note: "I enjoyed this articl 
and the work of translation was a labor of love." 


Mr. Montanelli's article says: 
"Learning of my presence in town, Pandit 


Nehru, invited me to the party in the garden of 
his residence, in honor of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
welcome guest of India. The resident was once 
that of the British commander-in-chief. Sixty thou- 
sand were not many to keep In line 400 million 
people. 
The English here knew how to manage. 


For them, the empire must serve to make money, 
not to spend it. Not for nothing was this empire 
sanctioned by a Venetian Jaw. Disraeli, who, alas, 
is one of those great men of whom England today WMtbnx* 
is a little ashamed, for which reason there is no longer an empire. 


"The prime minister, with his wife and daughter and sister, was 


at the door to receive the guests, standing next to the Great Widow 
who has not yet resigned herself to being merely that. • He wore the 
national costume, a dress coat with the closed collar of a school-boy 
.very close fitting at shoulders and hips, over pajamas, and on his 
head that type of i<-e cream vendor's beret called a Gandhi cap, 


"The Great Widow, grown a bit fat, wore a -violet costume ant 


towered a whole head above the Pandit. The son of a Maharajah 
my friend, told me of the skirmish between Nehru and the Widow 
who had at first refused his palatial hospitality. She wanted to go 
and live in the midst of the 'poor people' in a village 'somewhere in 
the country,' among the untouchables. It would cost a load of money 
to construct such a village even with only mud huts to give a realis- 
tic touch, then to pay a hundred decent families to play the part of 
•poor people.' Already it had cost a load to keep Gandhi in poverty. 


"We were waiting on the lawn 


to be presented. In the rear, a mil 
itary band, in the picturesque uni- 
forms of the British colonial bat- 
:ahons, was playing a Scottish 
march on the fifes. It was a very 
beautiful 
march, 
pastoral 
and 


warlike that seemed to come from 
the distant past. 


"Kipling 
might have set the 


words of one of his ballads to it. 


'In" front of us two others were 


waiting, new elected representa- 
tives, one from the Punjab, the 
other 
from 
Haiderabad. 
They 


were exchanging impressions, In 
English, 
of 
course, 
the 
only 


language common to all Indians, 
the others being dialects. In Eng- 
llsh, Indian independence is pro- 
claimed: The Constitution is pub- 
ished. 
English Is spoken in Par- 


liament. 
In English, newspapers 


are published, continually speak- 
ing ill of England. 


" 'He seems in bad humor,' said 


one. 
The other replied, 'Seems 


so to me, too.' 


"Nehru 
indeed was gloomier 


than visual, nervously smoking one 
cigaret after another in his fil- 
tered holder, his shoulders stooped, 
his under lip protruding beyond 
the upper. He was answering In 
monosyllables, looking up and giv- 
ing brief, 
Roosevelt, 


frigid smiles at Mrs. 
whose mouth seemed 


always laughing. Who ever knows 
at what? 


"The two In front of us tried to 


hide behind the couple ahead to 
escape the angry glance of Nehru 
because India is a democracy in 
which the representatives do not 
have a right to a sense of humor 
different from its bard and prime 
minister, who, among well-bred 
people, is described as "slightly 
emotional'. 


"I kept my eyes open to see how 


one acts when presented to a king 
and queen of democracy. 
I dis< 


covered that it is just the same as 
when one is presented to a real 
king and queen. 
You take the 


proffered hand and bend over it, 
.vithout daring too look the august 
person in the eye even if such a 
one has declared a wish to live in 
the midst of the poor in a village 
n the country, while a master of 
ceremonies reads, in a loud voice, 
your identification from the invi- 
ation. 
" "Mr. Per Nielsson, from Den- 


mark'. 
Nehru shook the hand 


without looking at the owner. Mrs. 
Sleanor extended her hand with a 
ittle, polite 'Oh,' between sur- 
prise and pleasure but reserved, 
very reserved. 


" "Mr, Olaf Sparre, from Nor- 


vay.' Nehru shook the hand with- 
out looking at him. Mrs. Eleanor 
did not say, 'Oh' but 'Ooh!" Nor- 
way Is a poorer country than Den- 
mark and needs sympathy. 


" "Mr. Jacob Derevyanski, from 


the Soviet Union!' 


"This time, Nehru was on the 


job. 
He grasped the hand of the 


imposing Russian with his right 
hand. He even placed his left over 
it and pumped it up and down with 
fervor. Mrs. Roosevelt opened her 
interesting 
mouth 
more 
than 


usual and let out a terrific 'O—ooo 
—h!' which seemed desirous of 
summing up, so long and caress' 
ing it was, all the politics of her 
late husband in relation to Rus- 
sia. 


"But this exceptional welcome 


did not produce any effect upon 
the imposing Russian who, 
sive, his face closed like a fist, 
was the only one of all who did not 
bow and looked, both the Great 
Widow and the prime 
minister 


fixedly and darkly in the eye. 


"The great saint, Vinoba Babhe- 


who has taken Gandhi's place as 
the apostle of poverty, 
entered, 


wrapped in his white beard and 
his flapping patched robe, flanked 
by the Maharajah of Kurputala and 
by the millionaire, Birla. Nehru 
is kept in power one-third by the 
Maharajah, one.third by Birla's 
millions and one-third by misery. 
With them, the party is now com- 
plete. The Great Widow and the 
Great Minister may at last relax. 
So they sit down in two of five 
great chairs that have been placed 
under a mangrove tree between 
two beds of flowers, one blue, one 
yellow. 
A little group of minis- 


ters and representatives stand in

semi-circle around 
the two 


seated personages, 
as courtiers 


around a throne. 
In groups of 


three, they occupy the three chairs 
in turn, .remaining five minutes, 
then relinquishing their places to 
the next three.

Light Rain Fails to Raise Hopes in. 
Drought Areas; Disaster Loans Planned 


By The Associated Pre»« 


Light rain fell in parts of the 


nation's S o u t h e r n and Eastern 
drought areas today but it was 
mostly a case of too little and too 
late. 


Parched Maine got the biggest 


break. Light rain dampened most 
of the state. Showers also sprin- 
kled parts of drought-singed Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. 


The drought that began in mid- 


June already has destroyed more 
than a half' billion dollars worth 
of pastures and com, tobacco, cot- 
ton, and vegetable crops. 


Dump Cattle 


Farmers, faced with burnt-out 


grazin glands, have dumped cattle 
on the market by the thousands. 


Nearly an inch of rain fell in 


the Nashville, Tenn., area when a 
cold front moved in. The moisture 
was general over the middle por- 
tion of the state. 


Western Tennessee remained dry 


with no prospect of immediate re- 
lief. Farmers there said rains now 
would be too late to do crops much 
good, anyway. 


Professional rainmakers w e r e 


ready to try their hand at bringing 
moisture to the drying tobacco and 
vegetable crops of Connecticut. 


Stationed in the hills west of the 


Connecticut Valley, they were pre- 
pared to fire rain-producing crys- 
tals into the sky. They were await- 
ing favorable conditions—the pres- 
ence of moisture bearing clouds. 


Plan Relief 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 


culture moved to bring quick relief 


o hard-pressed farmers in the dry 
reas. It summoned its agents 
rom eight drought-disaster states, 
lus Texas and Oklahoma, to meet 
n Atlanta, Ga., Wednesday and 
'hursday. 
Plans will be worked out for get- 
ng immediate government loans 
o farmers to buy feed and replant 
rops wherever possible.

nett. She said she wanted to back 
out at the last minute but Bennett 
had told her he would be on the 
street below the YWCA building 
"to see that I did It" while Smith 
would be on the sixth floor "to 
see that I went through with it." 


m She climbed out on thev narrow 
ledge, and Smith followed. A pho- 
tograph of the incident shows her 
apparently being pinned by Smith 
on the ledge. 


Scared to Death 


"What's really happening is that 


I'm trying to get back inside the 
building by walking past him and 
he's trying to block me. I was 
scared to death," she said. 


At the time, Smith gave news- 


papers a long account of his ap- 
*pcals to the woman to give up 


thought of suicide. He said he 
urged her to think of her two chil- 
dren still living.

lets, which is gaining wldesprea- 
acceptance as a means of guaiding 
the health and productivity of live 
stock, often pays off in actual dol 
lais and cents savings, according 
to faim experts. 


A Purdue University agricultura 


ongmeei, Alvin Dale, pointed ou 
in a H-cent report that among the 
stuictiues which can be insulatec 
profitably are broiler houses whicli 
must be maintained at warm tcnv 
peiatures, farrowing houses and 
laying houses. Other shelters that 
should be insulated, he said, are 
standion dairy banrs in which the 
stock cannot move around freely. 


Dollars and Cents Saving 


While insulation is valuable to 


the comfort and welfare of live 
stock in either unheated or heated 
shelteis, the dollars and cents sav- 
ings it effects aie especially pro 
nounced in heated buildings. 


Dale cited the case of a broiler 


house measuring 30 by 146 feet, and 
having 7-foot sldewalls. Insulating 
such a shelter with 25/32-inch fiber 
boaid insulation, he said, would 
save almost $4 a day in fuel oil 
when the outside temperature was 
20 dc-gi ees and the inside tempera- 
tuie was maintained at 65 degrees. 


The Purdue engineer explained 


that the broiler house, if not in- 
sulated, would lose 210,0^0 heat 
units per hour. Insulated with the 
25'32-inch board, it would lose only 
135.000 units per hour. To maintain 
the 65 degree temperature in the. 
uninsulated shelter, 2'i gallons of 
fuel oil would be required per hour. 
Only 3'i gallons would be needed 
if the house were insulated. At 15 
cents a gallon, the saving in fuel 
would be 15 cents an hour, Dale 
pointed out.

—The summer breeding ground of 
:he nearly extinct whooping crane 
that winters on the Texas Coast 
has been reported found by two 
United, States field and wild life 
workers. Clearing up of this 50- 
year old mystery will pave the 
way for scientists to save the rare 
bird from extinction. 


The two scientists, Robert Henry 


Smith of Medford, Ore., and Ev- 
erett L. Sutton of Aberdeen, S. D., 
arrived by plane Monday report- 
ng they spotted two adult cranes 
n the marshes north of Great 
Slave Lake, one on July 11 and 
he other the next day. 
The whooping crane is one of 


this 
continent's 
rarest 
birds. 


The white water fowl stands four 
o five feet tall and has a seven- 
oot wing spread. It gets its name 
rom its hoarse '"whoop" that can 
ie heard from a great distance. 
Smith said only about 30 whoop- 
ng cranes are known to exist. 
?hey spend the summer in North- 
ern Canada and the winter in Tex- 
as marshes, 3,000 miles from their 
now know breeding place. 


It is expected that some scientif- 
c body will send field men into 
the area to find out what natural 
enemies may be eating the cranes' 
eggs or attacking their offspring.

17. S. Still Taking More Than 
Half of Industrial Earnings 
™ 


By SAM JOHNSON 


NEW YORK—(AP)—The Treas- 


ury is still taking more than half 
of what a manufacturer earns— 
but it isn't getting as much money 
as a year ago. 


That is because other costs of 


doing business are rising. There 
isn't as big a pile of gross earn- 
ings for the Treasury to get at— 
even though sales volume is up 
for many companies. 


The Treasury, however, expects 


to make up any shrinkage in cor- 
porate taxes by larger collections 
from individual,1?, as wages and 
salaries rise and the Treasury 
takes a deeper dip into personal 
income. 


Get 59 Per Cent 


Surveying operations of 460 man- 


ufacturing companies for the first 
half of 1952, the National City Bank 
of New York finds that the treas- 
ury is getting 59 per cent of their 
combined gross income, the same 
percentage as a year ago. 


This includes a 52 per cent cor 


porate income tax, plus the excess 
profits tax in which some of the 
corporations also are assessed 
averaging off for the 460 firms al 
59 per cent. 


But the treasury is getting 13 


per cent less from them this year 
than last. 


It comes about this way. 


Sales Increase But-- 


Combined sales receipts of the 


460 are running five per cent 
ahead of a year ago, for a gain 
of about 1% billion dollars. How- 
ever, labor and other operating 


costs have Increased nine per cent, 
for a total of 2!i billion dollars. 


So the federal tax payments wilt 


be down 433 million—and their 
net profit after taxes will be down 
299 million dollars. 


But a year ago the companies 


were averaging 6.9 cents profit 
margin on each dollar of sales.-. 
This year they net 5.7 cents.
